iD Allowances 
uide Is Issued 
By U. S. Agency 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—To 
courage wider understanding 
the laws prohibiting the grant- 
ng and receiving of illegal pro- 
notional allowances for adver- 
ising and special services, the 
ederal Trade Commission has 
ssued a 16-point guide on Sec- 
ions 2(d) and 2(e) of the Robin- 
on-Patman amendment to the 

‘ayton Act. 

The Commission emphasized 
hat these staff guides are being 
made public for the sole purpose 
Mf educating businessmen and 
¢ public as to the requirements 
f the law. At the same time, the 
mmission reiterated its pur- 
se tO continue vigorous en- 
oreement of the law by every 
means at its command. 

Commissioner Edward T. Tait 
pointed out that the guides are 
fesented in layman’s language 
order to reach as wide a read- 
ship among businessmen as 
possible. He also observed that 
common excuse for non-com- 
pliance with the provisions of 
ections 2(d) and 2(e) has been 
at their prohibitions are too 
omplex for the non-lawyer to 
hderstand. 

“The guides should go far to- 
vard nullifying this excuse,” he 
aid. “They should be of great 
sistance to merchants and par- 
icularly to small businessmen,

obligations and enabling

High V-Necks 
Star At Show 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa. 
Shawl-collared pullovers and 
cardigans and high V-neck pull- 
overs were the most sought- 
after sweaters at the four-day 
Men’s and Boys’ Apparel Club 
fall show which began June 5 
at the Benjamin Franklin, here. 

Attendance was said to be 
especially good on the opening 
day, but somewhat spotty on 
succeeding days. Although the 
show did not meet advance ex- 
pectations of some exhibitors, 
most knitted outerwear exhibi- 
tors reported enough sweater 
ordering to compare favorably 
with last year’s show. 

Wool played a big role in 
practically all lines. It appeared 
in either 100 per cent form or 
in blends with Orlon. All-Orlon 
sweaters were also shown by 
most firms, but wool as a fiber 
was more important, backed by 
the emphasis on the bulky knits. 

The boat neck, so popular at 


an earlier boys’ show, was of 
little apparent significance in 
men’s lines, even though it had 
been expected by some to reg- 
ister importance.

Imports, New Machinery Discussed 


NORTH FALMOUTH, Mass.—The survey recently made by 


the National 


Knitted Outerwear 


Association on full-fashioned 


outerwear production in the United States makes possible for the 
first time a true appraisal of the extent to which Japanese sweater 
imports have invaded the domestic market. Sidney S. Korzenik, 


NKOA executive director and 
counsel, reported at the Annual 
Seminar of the New England 
Knitted Outerwear Manutfactur- 
ers Association, at Coonamesett 
on Cape Cod, June 10-12. Mr. 
Korzenik spoke at the annual 
banquet on Saturday evening. 
His conclusions are that instead 
of granting any further tar- 
iff concessions, consideration 
should be given to placing rea- 
sonable restraints upon this 
influx. 

“We have never previously 
had adequate data on the pro- 
duction of full-ftashioned sweat- 
ers in the United States. Neither 
the Government nor any other 
agency ever obtained them. But 
the Association has now done 
so and its survey is nearing com- 
pletion. When it is finished, we 
shall for the first time be in a 
position to judge how far the 
incursions of Japanese knitted 
outerwear have gone in the 
American market.” 

Japanese sweater imports are 
all full-fashioned, and nearly all 
are for women, and nearly all 
are of wool or of wool blends, 
he explained. Their quantity 
should be judged relative to the 
domestic production of full- 
fashioned sweaters of wool with 
which they are in competition. 

“It is wrong,” Mr. Korzenik 
contended, “to judge their effect 
by comparing them with ‘the 
total quantity of sweaters of all 
kinds, of all fibers, full-fash- 
ioned and otherwise, for men, 
women, children, infants, and 
so forth. Yet, this is precisely 
the kind of erroneous compari- 
son offered in the past by cer- 
tain Government officers. Such 
comparisons are unfair to do- 
mestic interests.” 

“The Association’s study,” 
Mr. Korzenik continued, “has 
not yet been completed, but on 
the basis of preliminary figures, 
it is startling to note that Japa- 
nese full-fashioned sweaters 
made chiefly or wholly of wool 
have occupied a very appreci- 
able area of this market, and 
these data deserve to be weighed 


most carefully by the Tariff 
Commission and by the Com- 
mittee for Reciprocity Informa- 
tion in connection with the im- 
pending Geneva negotiations.” 
Comparison between full- 
fashioned sweaters made wholly 
or chiefly of wool (exclusive of 
cashmeres) in the United States 
and those of this class imported 
from Japan show the following 
on the basis of preliminary fig- 

ures:

The survey reported above by 
Mr. Korzenik was made in an- 
ticipation of the announcement 
recently made by the Govern- 
ment that certain categories of 
knitted outerwear would be con- 
sidered for possible tariff cuts 
at Geneva. The Association in- 
tends to appear at the hearings 
before both the Tariff Commis- 
sion and the Committee for Re- 
ciprocity Information in order 
to protest any further reduction 
of duties. 

Speakers at the Saturday 
morning session on technical de- 
velopments were Theodore M. 
Blum, Brookshire Knitting Mills, 
Manchester, N. H. and Charles 
Reichman, editor of KNITTED 
OUTERWEAR TIMES. Mr. Blum 
reported his impressions of knit- 
ting mills in Italy, Switzerland 
and Germany. 

Contrary to the general belief 
in this country, Mr. Blum stated, 
knitting mills abroad operate 
along modern, efficient lines. 
In Italy there is considerable re- 
liance on hand-operated V-bed 
flat and flat-bed links equipment 
for the manufacture of sweaters 
as well as high-fashion knitted 
dresses. The knitting plants are 
quite large and may employ 
over 200 operatives in the knit- 
ting department alone with pos- 
sibly an additional 200 home- 
workers. The operatives are for 
the most part females, he said, 
adding that they are highly 
skilled in their jobs and display 


remarkable des of creatiy 
ity” in their work. In many in- 
stances, Mr. Blum stated, the 
operatives create their own de- 
signs right on the machines. 
Homework is widely used in the 
Italian knit goods industry, es- 
pecially in the areas around Mi- 
lan and other centers of knit 
goods manufacture, according to 
Mr. Blum. The organization of 
the homework industry is in 
many respects similar to the 
contract system of production 
in this country. Except where 
the homeworkers are in direct 
employ of a knitting mill, they 
invariably operate through com- 
mission jobbers who supply 
them with yarn and other ma- 
terials required, he explained. 
Most of these commission job- 
bers operate from their own 
homes which are divided into 
living quarters in one part and 
office, yarn and garment storage 
facilities in the other half of the 
home. Frequently, these jobbers 
might also have sewing, pressing 
and other fabricating equipment 
in their homes to supplement the 
facilities at their disposal in the 
residences of the homeworkers, 
Mr. Blum pointed out. 

Mills in Switzerland and Ger- 
many rely on far more auto- 
matic equipment than do the 
plants in Italy, he staced. In 
some instances too, the mills 
may empioy automatic mater- 
ials handling in their sewing 
and pressing rooms. Mr. Blum 
described an automatic con- 
veyor system which he saw in 
operation in a leading plant in 
Germany. 

Workers abroad tend to have 
a high degree of responsibility 
in their jobs and a remarkable 
pride of workmanship, he ob- 
served. The work is generally 
meticulously executed although 
the pace of manufacture is con- 
siderably slower than in this 
country. “This, of course, is a 
reflection of the fact that the 
size of individual orders is much 
smaller,” he added. 

Recent innovations in knit- 
ting equipment both in this 
country and abroad as well as 
a review of current synthetic 
fiber and yarn trends in this 
country were discussed by Mr.

DUPONT’S new Type 72 Orlon staple introduced last week for 
blending with cotton is a more desirable product for knit sport 
shirts, knitted T-biouses, underwear and other next-to-the-skin 


knitted apparel than the type 25 acryic stapse used up to now in 
blends with cotcon these eid-us.s. 


Orlon staple comes in a finer 
1.5 denier as against 
2.5 denier for Type 25 Orlon. 
This means that Orlon cotton 
fabrics containing this new 
acrylic staple can be finer, 
smoother, softer and thus more 
comfortable than those contain- 
ing the higher denier Type 25 
Orlon staple. 

Under development for some 
time, the new Duront acrylic tor 
blending with cotton is produced 
from a different polymer trom 
the one used in the manufacture 
of Type 25 Orlon and is drawn 
ina wholly different way. 

However, in physical proper- 
ties it varies only slightly from 
Type 25 Orlon. The tensile 
strength of Type 72 Orlon is 
somewhat higher taan the 2.2 
grams per denier tenacity of 
[ype 25 Orlon. The two fibers 
have practically the same shrink- 
age property which ranges from 
zero to two percent, and com- 
parable elongation at 21 percent. 
The specific gravity of the new 
staple is 1.14, the same as for 
Orlon generally. 

Whiter Fiber 

A major characteristic of the 
new Type 72 Orlon staple— 
and its chief advantage over 
Type 25 Orlon staple—is an in- 
herent fluorescent brightness 
achieved by mixing an optical 
bleach right into the fiber-iorm- 
ing solution. The new staple is 
believed to be the first synthetic 
in the non-cellulosic class which 
doasts a fluorescent whitener as 
an integral part of the fiber. 


q The whiteness of Type 72 Or- 


lon staple is claimed to be per- 
manent and matches, if not ex- 
ceeds in quality, the whiteness 
of bleached cotton. Although 
Type 72 Orlon staple requires 
10 bleaching when it is blended 
with cotton, the latter ingredi- 
‘at of the two-fiber mixture 
Must, however, be bleached. 
The bi-aching of the cotton 
componer* can be done via the 
onal peroxide tech- 
hique, modified to as-

sure that the built-in whiteness 
of the Orion portion will not 
be affected. Even without modi- 
fication of the normal peroxide 
bleaching procedure for cotton, 
tne effect on the basic fluores- 
cent brightness of Type 72 Or- 
lon stapie is said to be relatively 
slight. 

inis is an important feature 
because it means that the cost of 
bleaching the new DuPont 
acrylic in blends with cotton 
can be sharply reduced and de- 
sirable resuits achieved in much 
quicker time than with methods 
used up to now. Knitted fabrics 
produced of Type 25 Orlon 
biended with cotton can be 
bleached by either of the two 
following methods: 

|. The sodium chlorite pro- 
cess. This involves working 
with a strong oxidizing agent 
which has to be handled care- 
fully to avoid hazard to person- 
nei and damage to equipment. 
Under this bieaching procedure, 
the sodium chlorite can be used 
to bleach simultaneously the 
Orlon Type 25 and the cotton. 
The drawback of this method is 
that the whiteness produced on 
the Orlon has a noticeably pink- 
ish cast. 

2. Tne peroxide-sodium sili- 
cate method. This technique in- 
volves bleaching the cotton 
component in a bath containing 
equal proportions of hydrogen 
peroxide and sodium silicate. 
The Ph has to be kept between 
9.5 and 10 and the temperature 
can go no higher than 160° F;

otherwise, the Type 25 Orlon in 
the blend would tend to yellow. 
To achieve greater brightness 
on the cotton and the Orlon, an 
optical bleach is usually applied 
to both fibers. 

80/20 Percent Blend 

As in the case of Type 25 Or- 
lon, the DuPont Company re- 
commends that the new Type 
72 acrylic staple be blended 
with cotton on an 80/20 per- 
centage basis. This proportion 
is claimed to produce the best 
fabric stability. Moreover, the 
20 percent cotton component is 
said to overcome whatever static 
problems the Orlon may pro- 
duce. 

Thus far, only combed cotton 
has been used in blends with 
Type 72 Orlon staple. However, 
it is pointed out, there is no 
reason why the new Orlon staple 
cannot be blended with carded 
cotton to produce equally good 
results. 

Like Type 25 Orlon, the new 
acrylic product comes in |'2- 
inch cut lengths suitable for the 
cotton system of manufacture. 
The fine denier of the fiber 
makes possible the spinning of 
yarns of up to 60 1 c.c. fine- 
ness. It is felt, however, that 
still finer yarns could probably 
be spun. This is now being 
studied. In blends of Type 25 
Orlon and cotton, the spinnable 
limit of the yarn has been with- 
in a range of 35, | c.c. and 40/1 
CL. 

Type 72 Orlon staple dyes 
like conventional Type 42 Or- 
lon. In blends with cotton the 
regular basic dyes used for dye- 
ing Type 42 Orlon can be used 
to color both fibers. For knitted 
sport shirts and ladies’ T-blouses 
contrast-color or heather effects

can be produced by reserving 
the cotton and dyeing the Or- 
lon component or by dyeing the 
cotton with a direct or vat dye 
and the Orlon with a conven- 
tional cationic or basic dye. 

Best color results are achieved 
when knitted cloth blended of 
the two fibers is dyed in yard- 
goods form utilizing convention- 
al reel becks. It is possible, how- 
ever, to dye the two-fiber mix- 
ture on a dye package put-up. 

The new fiber is seen in trade 
circles as strengthening the posi- 
tion of Orlon in the summer knit 
sport shirt field. Although a 
strong promotional effort had 
been placed by the DuPont 
Company behind 80/20 percent 
blends of Orlon with cotton for 
knitted sport shirts, the accept- 
ance of this blend in the market 
has been slow. 

In introducing Type 72 Or- 
lon staple, DuPont sees no con- 
flict between this new product 
and its other cotton blend fiber, 
Type 25 Orlon staple. Although 
the latter when originally intro- 
duced was claimed to have ap- 
plication possibilities for knit- 
ted sport shirts, knitted under- 
wear as well as woven apparel, 
it is now felt that Type 25 Orlon 
will perform best in the non- 
knitted garment area where no 
skin contact is involved, such 
as skirts and slacks, while the 
end-use province for the new 
fiber will be solely, if not chiefly, 
in next-to-the-skin apparel, like 
knitted sport shirts and knitted 
underwear. 

Introduction of the new Or- 
lon product for blending with 
cotton is interpreted in the mar- 
ket as a continuation of Du- 
Pont policy of not encouraging 
the blending of Dacron polyester 
staple with cotton for knitwear 
end-uses. Despite the fact that 
a number of yardgoods knitters 
and knit shirt makers have de- 
veloped items in which the Du- 
Pont polyester fiber is blended 
with cotton, the fiber producer 
so far has frowned upon such 
mixtures and has consistently 
favored Orlon for this apparel 
area. 

DuPont has placed a $1.08 
a pound price tag on the new 
Type 72 Orlon staple and has

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Warp Knitting 


Device Checks Accuracy Of Tricot Machine Settings 


MANCHESTER, England — 
A device which enables an accu- 
rate record to be kept of the 
settings of knitting elements on 
warp knitting machinery has 
been developed by the British 
Rayon Research Association, 
this city, and will be com 
P mercially available in the neat 
future from Louis Newmark 
Ltd. Prefect Works, Purley 
Way, Croydon, Surrey, England, 
at an approximate cost of $45. 
[his device, called the Projecto- 
set, helps prevent filamentation 
of yarn, broken warp ends and 
wen damage to needles caused 
by incorrect setting of the knit- 
ting elements. As is widely rec- 
ognized in the trade, quite small 
variations in guide and sinker 
settings can have considerable 
effects on fabric quality and ap- 
pearance, as well as on produc- 
tivity. Use of this instrument 
permits exactly the same settings 
to be reproduced on successive 
occasions when orders for the 
same fabric are received. 

The Projectoset consists of a 
tube with a lens at one end which 
throws a magnified and inverted 
image of the knitting elements 
on a screen at the other end. 
Light is provided by four bulbs 
enclosed in the tube. The screen 
is marked with a grid of squares, 
so that the settings can be re- 
duced to numbers and recorded; 
alternatively, the image can be 
traced onto paper. 

The instrument is not perma- 
nently fixed on the machine and 
can be rapidly and easily trans- 
lerred from one machine to 
another. It can also be used for 
the demonstration and teaching 
of warp knitting techniques. 

To use the device, the ma- 
chine is turned over until the 
lront guide bar is in the needles, 
‘ and the end needle hook is 

lramed by the front guide eye, 
as shown in the accompanying 
illustration, which shows the in- 
verted image of the knitting ele- 


ments. ‘he instrument is then 
focussed on the end sinker, pro- 
ducing ; sharp, inverted image 
of the kntting elements, and ro- 
tated un the horizontal lines 
of the sid are parallel to the 
upper ec ve of the image of the 
sinker. | the edge of the sinker 
‘Snot st sight, the vertical lines 


w 


of the grid may be made parallel 
to the stem of the end needle. 

The next step is to locate the 
horizontal line nearest to the tip 
of the needle hook and to count 
the number of squares vertically 
between this line and the tip of 
each guide, and between the line 
and the upper edge of the sinker 
image. In the illustration, these 
are He = 5 squares for the front 
guide, H» = 9 squares for the 
back guide, and Hs = 38 squares 
for the sinker. 

The vertical line nearest the 
center of the needle stem as it 
crosses the sinker is next taken 
and the number of squares 
counted horizontally between 
this line and the root of the 
throat of the sinker. In the illus- 
tration, this distance is Ds = 5 
squares.

Purple took the high fashion 
nod, from the palest mauve to 
the deepest grape, followed by 
the gold-glinted amber and topaz 
shades.

Knitwear News From Abroad 


Mohair Retains Prime Position In 
Highly Styled Austrian Knitwear 


VIENNA, Austria — The 
craze for mohair in Austria con- 
tinues unabated. Textile manu- 
facturers have, in fact, had dif- 
ficulties in meeting the demand 
for this material. At the same 
time Viennese fashion design- 
ers have left no stone unturned 
to explore new uses for this best 
seller. 

The style possibilities of mo- 
hair are indeed numerous. It 
combines harmoniously with 
leather for sportswear, endures 
complicated technical processes 
to render a looped surface, pro- 
duces changeable color effects 
and can be made to feel soft or 
coarse. 

Despite the emphasis on mo- 
hair, other compositions — an- 
gora, merino, alpaca and cotton 
—have been able to hold their 
ground in this year’s Viennese 
summer knit collections. Lurex 
yarn is a favorite for attractive, 
glistening effects. 

Air Of Rusticity 

A typical Austrian note is 
struck in those models which 
convey an air of rusticity or 
daintiness, e.g., hand-embroid- 


ered, lace and intarsia effects. 
Amply represented are classic 
sets in boucle. 

Glanil, a nylon and acetate, 
has been worked by Kajak into 
a trunkful of smart garments 
that stand somewhat rough 
treatment. They are light, wash- 
able and non-creasing, making 
them predestined for travel. 

Some 150 models are offered 
by the Vienna knitwear house, 
Kajak, owned by P. M. Glaser. 
The main characteristics may be 
summed up as follows: Light 
color, chiefly pastels, dominate; 
waistlines vary between normal 
and slightly below; skirts are 
taffeta-lined and Dior-vented; 
collars come in a variety of sizes 
and shapes; the same holds true 
for sleeves, among which a pref- 
erence for dolmans is noticeable. 

Striped Merino Suit 

Representative of Kajak’s col- 
lection of bright and elegant 
models is a merino suit. Its 
white hiplength jacket is verti- 
cally striped in Cuba brown, 
which also trims the collar, the 
cut-in pockets and hemline. The 
slim white skirt is lined through- 


out and vented in the Dior man- 
ner in back. 

Cream Weveknit fabric has 
been chosen for an exceptionally 
elegant ensemble. The figure- 
molding dress has a round neck- 
line, three-quarter sleeves and 
a mother-of-pearl button on 
each of two simulated flap pock- 
ets below the self-belt. The flaps 
recur on the chest of the match- 
ing loose coat, which boasts ver- 
tical slit pockets. 

In tune with current fashion 
trends is a princess line sheath 
with polka-dotted white collar 
which frames the shoulders and 
slips through a loop to form a 
double tie. 

Hand-Embroidery Cardigan 

Wispo has come out with a 
cardigan, the style of which is 
typically Austrian. Hand-em- 
broidered flowers and peasant 
boy and girl motifs enliven the 
front of the otherwise white 
sweater. Its seven wood buttons 
in the shape of pot-bellied peas- 
ant boys and girls are an amus- 
ing encore to the main theme. 

Fine and coarse textures com- 
bine in a sporty brown and beige 
Weveknit costume by Wispo. 
The skirt and jacket front are 
flat knit and in brown, in con- 
trast to the ribbed beige back, 
sleeves and collar of the jacket.

Sold Colors, High V-Necks Stressed In West Coast Lines 


LOS ANGELES, Calif.—Gold, green and grape are three of the 
hbold new colors that keyed the recent showing of the Men's and 
Boys’ Apparel Guild in California at the Ambassador Hotel, where 


more than 2,000 retailers from 23 states and several other coun- 
tries gathered for the 25th annual Fall and Winter Market Week. 


In addition to the bright new 
shades, the continental influence 
( fas strongly in evidence in the 
lines that were on view. Bulky 
sweaters played an important 
frole in the offerings, highlight- 
ing such features as high V- 
necks and deep V-treatments, 
and club collars on both car- 
digans and pullovers. 
b Tops in sales for Corsican 
was the pullover shirt promoted 
by TV star Rory Calhoun, a 
short-sleeved number in links 
stitch Orlon with looped collar 
and ocean pearl buttons. The 
Pearment features diminishing 
vertical stripes ranging from 


avery broad at center through 
medium to very narrow at sides 


with solid-color collar, sleeves 
and waistline. It was shown in 
combinations of olive or gold 
with a pewter stripe; beige or 
gray with white stripe; and white 
with gray stripe. 

Also important at this re- 
source and typical of the Cali- 
fornia shirt and cardigan story 
—was a handsome gold-toned 
Orlon gold cardigan with an 
alpaca-knit look, teamed with 
a coordinated gold-and- white 
striped short-sleeved, collared 
pullover in high-bulk Orlon. 
Wool is used in a popular num- 
ber at Corsican in a hand-frame

Sales Show Increase 

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
Men’s wear stores recorded a 
six percent sales increase in 
1959, as compared with the 
preceeding year, the National 
Association of Retail Clothiers 
and Furnishers reported. 

The NARCF said net profits 
rose nearly 25 percent because 
of this increased volume. 

Profits before taxes in 1959 
were 3.5 percent of volume, 
an increase of seven points over 
1958.

on pullovers, shawl collars and 
high V-necks. 

The high-V, in fact, is cur- 
rently so well-liked that two 
numbers in the line, originally 
presented with a crew and a 
boat neck, respectively, had 
been changed to a high-V fol- 
lowing a brief sampling of buyer 
reaction. 

Buyers don’t want the ex- 
tremely heavy bulkies this time, 
said Keuler, but they like the 
semi-bulkies, particularly in the 
softer knits. Also, there is more 
interest at present in the knit 
pattern itself than in colored 
trims. Some new heather tones 
in the line were selling excep- 
tionally well. 

A few higher-priced luxury 
items find their place in the 
Lord Jeff line; for instance, the 
Rambule, a mohair used in a 
manner which suggests alpaca 
in appearance. Styling includes 
six pearl buttons and side vents, 
each with a button. Retailing 
for about $40, this style is well- 
received in better-class specialty 
shops. It’s also offered in 
brushed camel hair. 

Another definitely luxurious 
item is the pullover of brushed 
baby goat’s hair from Iran, spun 
in France, which is designed to 
retail at $50 to $55.

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Sales Pace Fair 
At N. Y. MAC Show 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—Keen 
interest in new men’s sweater 
styles for fall was evident at the 
fall market of the New York 
State Men’s & Boys’ Apparel 
Club, held in Hotel Statler- 
Hilton, June 5-7. 

Overall results of the show 
were described as fair. Some 
exhibitors chalked up a consid- 
erable volume of carly fall busi- 
ness. Others were not too happy 
with results. Attendance was off 
a bit from what is normally ex- 
pected at a summer show here. 

Most merchants blamed poor 
May weather for spotty retail 
business, and this factor had a 
decided influence on show ac- 
tivity. It was pointed out that 
men’s wear retailers still had 
Father's Day ahead of them and 
that stocks of seasonal goods in 
most stores were high. 

Merchants indicated they 
would be in a better mood to 
buy fall goods after they ex- 
amined their Father's Day and 
overall June results. This points 
to the probability of brisk or- 
dering of fall merchandise in 
July. 

Some salesmen at the show 
said they felt the timing of the 


show was not too good. They 
would have preferred that it be 
held after Father's Day when 
open-to-buy of retailers will be 
better. 

One reason for the early show 
date this year was to give boy’s 
wear houses a chance to get an 
earlier start on back-to-school 
selling. This approach worked 
out quite well for the boys’ wear 
people but the timing was not 
the best for men’s wear houses. 

Men’s wear salesmen also 
pointed out that the slow start 
in summer selling this year also 
cut into the amount of fill-in 
business done at this show. 
Ordinarily, retailers are looking 
for fill-ins at the June market 
on men’s swim-wear, knit sport 
shirts and other summer goods. 

But there hasn’t been enough 
of this business done to date to 
put big holes in retailers’ stocks. 
Hence, the fill-in demand was 
less than average. Merchants 
said they expect to be looking 
for fill-ins after Father’s Day. 

One of the bright spots at the 
show was the interest in fall 
sweater lines. While buying ac- 
tivity was limited, merchants in- 
dicated they are looking for a 
big fall season in men’s sweaters 
and they plan substantial pur- 
chases later in the summer.

in reporting on equipment 
deveiopiments introduced by for- 
knitting machinery build- 
ers at the Milan show last Octo- 
ver, Mr. Reichman cited sev- 
cial V-bed flat machine models 
which were especially suitable 
for trim and collar production 
and for the manufacture of the 
currently popular bulky-rib knit 
sweaters. 

rollowing the review of V- 
bed flat equipment, Mr. Reich- 
man reported on foreign circu- 
lar sweater-strip and circular 
yardgoods machinery develop- 
iments. Discussing the former, he 
pointed out that the Milan show 
represented “the first broad, al- 
most concerted, attempt on the 
pait of European circular knit- 
ung machinery builders to dupli- 
cate the machines that have 
iong been popular in this coun- 
try for the manufacture of 
sweaters.” 

Most of the sweater-strip ma- 
chines that were on display in 
Milan, Mr. Reichman said, were 
nteriock units capable of knit- 
ling sweater and sleeve blanks 
with attached rib trims each 
separated from the next by a 
drawthread course. In terms of 
number of feeds and output 
raie, few of these machines 
were comparable to the 52-sec- 
tion Philip machine or even to 
the multi - feed Wildman - Jac- 
quard and Scott & Williams in- 
terlock machines. The engineer- 
ing features of the foreign in- 
terlock sweater-strip machines 
were not “particularly unusual” 
as compared to the American 
machines, he noted. 

American visitors to the Mi- 
lan show probably showed the 
greatest interest in fancy rib 
yardgoods machines that were 
on display, according to Mr. 
Reichman. Although some of 
these units had previously been 
on view at the May, 1959, Knit- 
ting Arts Exhibition in Atlantic 
City, a few models were ex- 
hibited for the first time. 

The interest in these rib fabric 
machines, he stated, is a reflec- 
tion in the main of the burgeon- 
ing knitted dress vogue in this 
country and particularly the 
popularity of so-called double 
jersey knitted fabrics. 

Knitting equipment innova- 


tions here in this country in the 
past year were not quite as nu- 
merous or significant as in the 
past five years, Mr. Reichman 
maintained. For the most part 
the developments take the form 
chiefly of broadening the knit- 
ting range of existing equip- 
ment. 

“In surveying what has been 
done to date since the Atlantic 
City Exhibition in May, 1959,” 
Mr. Reichman said, “we find 
that in none of the outerwear 
equipment categories is there 
any development matching in 
significance the high-speed in- 
terlock sweater machine which 
Morris Philip devised a few 
years ago.” 

Largely a reflection of the 
decline in trade interest in tex- 
tured filament yarn knits and 
a correspondingly increased de- 
mand for bulky-rib knits, knit- 
ted outerwear manufacturers, he 
noted, appear to be more inter- 
ested at the present time in ma- 
chines of wide design scope and 
flexibility rather than limited 
purpose machinery such as an 
interlock unit. It is for this rea- 
son, he said, that the Wildman- 
Jacquard Company and Ord- 
nance Gauge have both _ per- 
fected techniques for achieving 
rack effects comparable to those 
producible in the main on V- 
bed flat machinery or on the 
Leighton selected needle rack- 
ing units. 

In his discussion of yarn de- 
velopments, Mr. Reichman 
called attention to the possibili- 
ties offered by the new core- 
crimper which would permit 
package dyeing of Ban-Lon- 
processed textured nylon yarns 
and the work which some spin- 
ners are doing in blended spun 
yarns. Among the developments 
in this area which he noted, are 
mixtures of Acrilan 16 and regu- 
lar Acrilan, Arnel and Orlon, 
Arnel and wool and Acrilan or 
Orlon with Merinova, the Italian 
protein fiber.

Presiding at the inauguration 
was Dr. A. H. M. Albregts, 
president of Carolan N. V. 

J. Caron, founder of Caron 
Spinning and chairman of the 
board of directors, and John 
Caron, president, were speakers 
at the opening ceremony. 

In his talk, O. J. Caron dis- 
cussed the development and im- 
pact of synthetic yarns in the 
United States. Man-made fibers 


ure new and different, he told 
his audience, something to ex- 
cite the buying public, to give 
new impetus to the spinning, 
knitting and weaving mills each 
year. “Because we are so close 
to the wool picture,” he con- 
tinued, “we realize more fully 
the tremendous future impor- 
tance of man-made fibers.” 

Mr. Caron indictated that 
more than 50 percent of the 
sweaters made in the United 
States in 1959 were made of 
Orlon. He estimated that by 
1965, production of new man- 
made fibers in the United States 
alone will increase 145 percent 
to 1.15 billion pounds. 

“This fantastic growth in man- 
made fibers,” he said, “is why 
Carolan has been established in 
Holland.” He predicted that the 
tremendous growth of synthetic 
fibers in the United States will 
be paralleled in Europe. 

John B. Caron discussed the 
technical aspects of the prod- 
ucts Carolan will manufacture. 
“Our main product,” he said, 
“will be synthetic tops for use 
by worsted system yarn spin- 
ners. We will process into tops 
all of the new man-made fibers:

UK Patent Rights 
On Nylon Expiring 


LONDON, England — U.K. 
patent rights held by British 
yylon Spinners Ltd., covering 
che production of nylon staple 
and yarn will lapse. Consequent- 
y in the British trade, which has 
aitherto used virtually only ny- 
ion-66, the type produced by 
3.N.S., there is a growing inter- 
2st concerning the possibilities 
and advantages of nylon-6 
which has come to be regarded 
as “Continental nylon.” 

Already one British fiber pro- 
ducer, British Enka Ltd., has 
announced plans to build a new 
nylon-6 producing plant near 
wiverpool which should come 
into production by the beginning 
of 1962. British Enka which has 
strong ties with the gigantic 
Dutch A.K.U. organization, has 
held a license from B.N.S. to 
produce nylon for some time 
but has never exercised this 
right. Now it is said that the 
company intends to make a fiber 
resembling Enkalon, a nylon-6 
produced by the Dutch group, 


in a full range of deniers with 
raw material that will probably 
be imported from the Continent. 
Technical assistance for this 
production will come from 
A.K.U. which controls nylon-6 
producing plants in Holland, 
Germany, Italy and the U.S.A, 
Che big Courtualds organiza- 
tion has, buried in the varied fa- 
cilities purchased with the take- 
over of British Celanese Ltd. 
a plant that was once used for 
the production of Celon, also a 
nylon-6, but production of this 
fiber was stopped before it 
reached the fully commercial 
stage by the take-over. 
However, throwsters, yarn 
processors and knitters are 
showing interest in even Conti- 
nental produced nylon and there 
have been reports from the Mac- 
clesfield area that agents of Ger- 
man and other European yam 
producers are offering full 
ranges of spun-dyed nylon-6 for 
delivery in August when the 
B.N.S. patent rights expire. De- 
livery dates are very good and 
prices for certain deniers are as 
much as 25 percent below those 
at present ruling for nylon-66.

Roper & Lanza 
Output At New Peak 


EAST BOSTON, Mass.— 
Roper & Lanza, one of the larg- 
est firms in New England spec- 
ializing in shaker and baby 
shaker sweaters, reached a new 
production peak this spring with 
a weekly volume of 200 dozen 
worsted-spun and woolen-spun 
wool garments. 


Despite the trend toward new 
fabrics and the multitude of new 
styles in men’s sweaters, this 
firm has remained with the class- 
ics and the extraordinary de- 
mand may be partially attributed 
to the bewilderment of retailers, 
contronted with endless variety 
in styling, who are cautiously 
edging toward the conventional. 
Jim Lanza said that the Olym- 
pics proved a great stimulus to 
sports and is reflected in activity 
in atheletic stores, an important 
outlet for the Roper & Lanza 
line. 

Mr. Lanza also said that job- 
bers handling the line in the mid- 
west have been expanding the 
market for shakers in that area 


for the past two years. As a re. 
sult, there has been a fifteen per- 
cent increase in the number of 
employees in all Roper & Lanza 
departments and a number of 
new Merrows have been added 
to the sewing department. 

A strong wool market has 
necessitated some price advane- 
ing on the fall lists. The average 
order usually calls for from six 
to ten dozen of a color and 
school orders for award sweat- 
ers range from one to four dozen 
with appropriate chenille letters 
sewed on. 

Wide Color Range 

The bulk of the Roper & 
Lanza production is in shakers 
of one color but striping is ap- 
plied when specified, usually on 
award sweaters for which one, 
two or three sleeve stripes are 
required. The company has a 
range of eighteen colors and the 
firm’s only concession to current 
trends is the addition of loden 


and postman blue shades for 
fall. Gold shades, which have 
always been a stock item, are 


being used more and more for 
trim. 
Roper & Lanza has a year 
‘round market for worsted and

Infants’ Knit Bunting 
Grows With Baby 


he first stretch fleece to be 
used in infants’ wear is being in- 
troduced in a one-size bunting 
designed by Muriel Henry for 
Kapart Creations. Made of 
Creslan acrylic fiber and nylon, 
the bunting expands with the 
baby without restriction, fitting 
him snugly from birth until he 
weighs about 20 pounds. 

The bunting is part of Kapart’s 
Babygro collection of one-size 
garments for infants. The original 
Babygro garment introduced, a 
coverall, came on the market 
just last season. “This was prob- 
ably the first really new item in 
infants’ wear in years,” reports 
Mr. Walter Artzt, president of 
the company. 

“It met with such success that 
we decided to develop a whole 
line of clothes — some for in- 
fants from birth to 20 pounds, 
and others which would take him 
until he is about 18 months. 

“However, it was not until we 
started to work with Creslan 
that we were able to get the 
warmth, lightness in weight and 
softness we wanted. With this 
fiber we have been able to de- 
velop a two-way stretch knitted 
fleece which is suitable for outer- 
wear such as the bunting.” 

The new Babygro collection 
includes: coveralls for babies 
from birth to 20 pounds, 21-30 
pounds, and for babies 6 to 18 
months. All models have the 
special Kapart patented features 
including the “no-armhole or 
shoulder seam” construction, the 
special square toe, and the mit- 
ten cuff. This mitten cuff, turned 
down, forms a mitten which pro- 
tects the baby from the cold or 
sucking his thumb, yet does not 
bind his hands in any way. 

In addition to the bunting and 
the coveralls, there will be a two 
piece pram set for babies from 6 
to 18 months which will be made 
in the Creslan souffle knit, the 
new grow fleece. 

Special models have been 
styled for girls and others for 
boys. All come in soft shades of 
yellow, blue and pink, as well as 
white.

N. Y. Group Show 
Sales Rise 15% 


BUFFALO, N. Y.—One of 
the most successful back-to- 
school and fall shows in the his- 
tory of the New York State In- 
fants’ & Children’s Wear Asso- 
ciation was conducted at Hotel 
Statler Hilton, May 22-25. 

William Goodkin, association 
president, reported that attend- 
ance was excellent and the vol- 
ume of business done ran ahead 
of a year ago on an average of 
15 percent.

has been retarded by cool and 
rainy weather. 

Merchants at the market said 
they anticipate back-to-school 
and fall business in infants’ and 
children’s knitwear will be at 
least as good as a year ago. Some 
are planning on modest increases 
of three to five percent. Initial 
orders for fall goods were re- 
ported exceeding those of last 
year, reflecting a desire by mer- 
chants to get an early start on 
back-to-school selling. 

While price line emphasis was 
about the same as last year, 
merchants were selecting some 
items in higher price ranges to 
attract quality-conscious cus- 
tomers. However, merchants 
were not trading up in an across- 
the-board manner. 

Most retailers expressed pleas- 
ure over the style and quality 
found in the fall knitwear lines 
for infants and children. They 
commented that manufacturers 
seem to have put more value into 
existing price lines through added 
trim and detailing. 

Merchants also were pleased 
with fall colors in knitwear. They 
feel that the new shades will

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provide retailers with a good 
promotional springboard. There 
was particular interest in such 
shades us plum and grape. 

Salesmen for knitwear houses 
were urging merchants to place 
their fall needs early in order 
to avoid disappointment on de- 
liveries. There are indications 
that the delivery situation on 
knitwear may tighten up con- 
siderably in the next couple of 
months.

At Juvenile Mart 

BUFFALO, N. Y.—Infants’ 
and children’s knitwear enjoyed 
a steady play at the three-day 
show of the Empire State Juve- 
nile Mart held in Hotel Lafa- 
yette. Salesmen who exhibited 
fall lines said they were gen- 
erally pleased with their busi- 
ness results. 

Show attendance was about 
on a par with a year ago. Mer- 
chants placed orders that range 
from about even to a shade 
ahead of last year. There ap- 
peared to be a tendency on the 
part of retailers to place their 
orders for fall knitwear early in 
order to be assured of deliveries. 

Sweaters for boys and girls 
Were very important at the fall 
show, featured in a wide range 
of fabrics and styles. Color in- 
terest in sweaters was reported 
particularly strong, with retail- 
ers showing demand for gold, 
green, grape, burgundy and 


other fall shades.

Sunday, opening day of the 
market, was especially busy, with 
most salesmen enjoying a steady 
parade of merchants throughout 
the day. Monday and Tuesday 
also saw fair activity, although 
it tapered off from Sunday’s fast 
pace. 

Infants’ and children’s wear 
retailers from all parts of West- 
ern New York and Northwestern 
Pennsylvania attended. 

Represented were owners of 
numerous smaller shops as well 
as buyers for some of the big 
department and specialty stores. 

Merchants said they were an- 
ticipating a big back-to-school 
and fall season. They have set 
up plans to do at least as much 
volume as a year ago, and per- 
haps 5 per cent or so more. 
rheir initial purchases were just 
as large as a year ago in most 
instances. 

Retailers reported that infants’ 
and children’s wear business in 
Western New York during May 
has been on the spotty side, 
plagued by rainy and cold 
weather. But business shows a 
sharp spurt on warm days, and 
merchants are counting on excel- 
lent summer trade in June. 

Retailers were generally en- 
thused about merchandise dis- 
play at the market. They said 
styles look salable and prices are 
right. The delivery situation on 
knitwear at the moment is fairly 
good, and store people who buy 
their needs early should get 
prompt deliveries.

Line Underscores 


Designed Fabrics 


MANCHESTER, N. H.— 
Greater emphasis on fabric de- 
sign has been placed in the Tam 
©’ Shanter Sportswear fall line. 
An increased amount of high 
styling also has been incorpo- 
rated in the knits. 

Extensive promotion has been 
planned for the firm’s new line 
of “huskies,” believed to be the 
first attempt to give boys, large 
for their age, styles in their age 
group. In the past, brawny lads 
of eight, for example, might have 
to resort to sizes 16 and styles 
too old for them. The “huskie” 
line duplicates styles in all sizes 
in garments with extra large 
body, collar and sleeves. 

Coordinations Included 

Although the line is predom- 
inantly cotton, some acrilan se- 
lections have been included. In 
addition to pullover and cardi- 
gan and top and slacks coordin- 
ates, Tam O° Shanter is featur- 
ing brother and sister coordin- 


ates. Stripes have been practi- 
cally eliminated from the fall 
selection and there are many 
novel applications of the fringe 
treatment. The | to 4 and 3 to 
6x knits are distinguished by un- 
usually delicate patterns. 

An Acrilan pullover shirt for 
this age group has been made 
up in pastel blue and maize with 
a diamond pattern in a white 
acetate giving the fabric an all- 
over luster. For boys, the shirts 
have tailored collars with top 
stitching and are buttoned down. 
For their sisters, a scalloped welt 
in a contrasting color is used 
for a trim on a minute shawl 
collar. 

Also for boys in this age 
group, there is a long sleeve 
pullover with a tailored braid 
trim in three colors edging the 
collar and extending from one 
shoulder down to a chest em- 
blem applique. This garment is 
offered in white with either a 
red, white and blue or a gold, 
tarnished green and white braid. 
Much the same styling has been 
made up in solid shades of gold 
or tarnished green in a hobnail 
fabric pattern decorated with a 
steer’s head emblem. 

Cord knit has been used ex- 


tensively, One item in a cardi- 
gan-shirt combination has an 
Aztec braid applique extending 
from the collar to mid-placket. 
Another in white cord only, has 
a horse head embroidered in red 
or green on the collar point and 
piping in contrasting color edges 
the collar and placket. The sis- 
ter garment has a flower em- 
broidered at the collar point but 
otherwise matches the trim on 
the boys’ style. 

Another application of the 
cord stitch was used for a pull- 
over which had an Italian roll 
collar mounted on an inserted 
placket, of vertical ribbing. Col- 
lar edging consisted of an em- 
bossed welt trim in gray and 
blue or in gray and yellow on 
white. 

Crosswise Piping 

Horizontal cording was used 
on a cardigan style which had a 
roll collar and long sleeves. The 
body was offered in lemon or 
mint with collar border and cuffs 
in white. This was decorated 
with a duck design embroidered 
in three colors. 

Pastel plaid stripes were also 
used for sister and brother co- 
ordinates. The plaid bands, ex- 
tending horizontally, combined 


gray and lemon and also gray 
and aqua on white and the Peter 
Pan collar was edged with 4 
welt trim in two colors. 

A top and longie set, for boys 
1 to 4, had a white crew neck 
top and a toy and figure pattern 
worked in two colors in a semi- 
circle across the chest. The but- 
ton-on longies came in red or 
royal blue corduroy. 

Two of the cardigan-blouse 
sets for girls | to 4 had perma- 
nent pleated ruching around the 
collar. These were trimmed with 
red or blue scalloping and a 
heart-and-flower embroidered de- 
sign. The embroidery appeared 
in a semi-circle under the cross- 
over crew neck of the pullover 
and vertically down the left side 
of the cardigan. 

A one piece top-and-shorts 
combination, offered with white 
top and red bottom, was deco- 
rated with a red suspender ap- 
plique on which there was a 
white Tyrolean design and a 
fringe trim on one side.

Another 
tippet is tri-angularly shaped and 
both styles are fringed and slip 
on over the head. The plaid used 
combines green, blue, brown and 
red. 

The collection includes two 
cardigan-blouse sets trimmed 
with lacey loop edging that gives 
the garments an_ultra-feminine 
look. The trim is used around 
the collar and above the cufls 
of the blouse and floral embroid- 
ery is used on the three-button 
placket.

Solid color sweaters, in the 
top shades of gold and olive 
green, usually featured a con- 
trasting trim of two or three 
colors tracing the edges of 
V-necks or shawl collars. Very 
vide horizontal stripes were a 
feature on many pullover 
sweaters. Cardigans often had 
two or three vertical stripes 
placed alongside button clo- 
sures. Also important were plaid 
and argyle overall patterns. 

In spite of all the talk about 
the grape shades, exhibitors 
could not get overly enthusiastic 
about them. They were seen 
sometimes in heatherized ver- 
sions or as a trim color. 

Campus Sweater Co., repre- 
sented by Al Frank, showed 
pullovers with shawl collars or 
high V-necks, which sold espe- 
cially well in green-olive and 
gold tones, and the charcoal 
gray shades. 

Especially good with Campus 
were twist tones, black yarn 
twisted with grays, red-wine or 
dark green to give a pepper and 


salt tweedy effect. Vertical 
Stripes were a good feature on 
pullovers. 


Included in the popular car- 
digans featured by the company 
were a double-breasted model 
and one with a zipper front. 
Sweater shirts of Orlon or Ban- 
Lon were shown with placket 
fronts or shawi collars. Campus 
also showed a bushy Orlon-pile 
shirt. 

All-wool bulkies by Brent- 
wood Sportswear were popular 
with shawl collars, Lou Bender 
said. Good colors were gold, 
bronze, copper, green. One pat- 
ticularly popular pullover was 
done in wide horizontal stripes 
in various tones of brown, tan 
and gold. 

Brentwood also showed 
sweaters with overall argyle or 
plaid patterns and mohair-nylon 
brushed goods.
